Unless a sudden, drastic reduction 
of noise happens soon,- there 
won't be a single place left where 
we may ride.

Wherever I try to dirt ride anymore, 
it's no time hardly until the black and 
white car or helicopter settles before me 
and the guy behind the sunglasses, half 
apologetic, half uptight, is only doing 
his job. 

"You gotta clear outta here. No 
motorcycle riding." 

They see I am not going to give them 
any lip. They are sorry, but the citizens 
are calling the station, demanding the 
cops put a stop to anyone they see or 
hear riding in the vast, vacant acreage 
near Los Angeles. 

Lately I'm getting more elbow action 
from the long arm of the law than your 
average criminal. The officers tell me 
they'd rather be out chasing crooks than 
doing this, but orders are orders. ‘‘Isn’t 
there some organization of bikers,” they 
ask, "to put pressure on the politicians 
to get you some place to ride?" No. The 
complaint calls are increasing and the 
cops hate to waste time stopping our 
fun, *but the people don't want noisy 
motorcycles near their homes." 

Noisy Motorcycles. I have a cheap 
silencer on my stinger, but I, too, have 
had my teeth set on edge by the blare of 
wide open exhausts running down my 
street, waking the baby. I've gone so far 
as to lay in wait for the noisemakers, 
flag them down and try explaining to 
them that, while I love and make my 
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поем; 


living from motorcycles, even I feel an 
urge to call the cops when one 
unmannerly bastard who thinks he's 
John DeSoto shatters my peace with his 
pipes. 

While the riders thus lectured had 
every reason to tell me to go to hell, 
none did. Instead, each apologized in his 
own way and never troubled my 
eardrums since. This leads me to believe 
that. motorcycle enthusiasts don’t 
consciously set out to annoy people by 
their noise, but simply are unconcscious 
of the distress that they are causing 
others. Worst of all, they are not even 
aware of what their noisemaking is 
costing themselves, 

Unless a sudden, drastic reduction of 
noise happens soon, there won’t be any 
more places where we may ride 
motorcycles. 

Noise is the enemy. We fun riders 
have more reason to resent the “noisy 
motorcycles” than anyone else, for they 
not only rattle our gourds with their 
racket, but we even have to bear the 
blame. All motorcycles and everyone 
who rides one or ever hopes to ride; 
pays for the noise through the nose. 

Being thrown out of public property 
— not for disturbing anyone’s peace 
yourself but because someone’s peace 
was once upon a time disturbed by a 
noisy motorcycle — isn’t the only way 
we pay. 

Add up the high price of hauling our 
bikes to farther and fewer rides, the 
declining value of our riding investment 
as we find it harder to use, and the 
hidden tariffs of hatred tacked onto our 
taxes (for we must pay the very police 
who have to harass us). Added up, it 
comes to more than what a good, 
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effective silencer would have to cost, if 
there were such a thing available. 

Trouble is, the market demand for 
mufflers is heaviest in the very loud, 
phony-acer models. Probably the 
manufacturers, distributors and dealers 
who rake in their profits on the sale of 
shorty mufflers, open pipes and tiny 
megaphones don't even know that they 
are cutting their own throats. All they 
can see is a product that costs a dollar 
to make and sells fast for $12.95. So 
what if the motorcycle is repressed out 
of existence for being noisy? I wonder if 
they ever think of that. 

The public is, of course, to blame. 
We pry out the baffles and buy those 
racy-sounding pipes. Not that we want 
to shake up the neighbors, but because 
of our conscious or unconscious desire 
to ape the racers. 

I don’t know how to change 
motorcycles from noisy to quiet. But I 
know that it must begin. And so I hope 
that by spelling out the problem here, 
ideas may be generated, and carried 
through to a more peaceful world. 

It would seem that the dealers, etc. 
have the most to lose in this anti (noisy) 
motorcycle situation. And they .would 
also gain the most (in profits, 
community respect, etc.) if they came 
up with the solution. 

It could be as simple as a gun silencer 
and cheap as a baffle. 

Unfortunately, the Maxim patent 
covering the principle of the gun 
silencer is considered Top Secret by the 
U.S. Government, lest it fall into the 
hands of criminals who might make 
silencers and commit murder without 
being heard. If we had a Hiram Maxim 
in motorcycle accessory design, or 





someone was clever enough to 
re-discover the principle of his silencer, 
it would allow the gases to exhaust 
unimpeded while trapping the loudest 
report and convert it to a whisper. A 
renegade gunsmith once told me 
Maxim’s secret, but I’ve forgotten it 
now. It had something to do with 
spiralling the sound. 

Whether we'll give up our noise and 
accept any silencing device, no matter 
how perfect, depends on what the racers 
do. The thought of racing without 
roaring pipes isn't easy to accept. Yet, I 
have witnessed  virtaully silent 
production road races and found the 
lack of deafening sound exhilirating. 


The machines seem fast as jet planes. 
You see them before you hear them. 
The convenience of carrying on 
conversation during the race is a new 
experience that I recommend if you 
ever get the chance to try it. Let the 
crowd do the roaring, the bikes are 
there to race. 

Probably the campaign to kill the 
noisy motorcycle image before it kills 
motorcycling would succeed suddenly if 
AMA rules required silencers for all 


racing except straight-line record 
attempts. Overnight the market for 
similar silencers would skyrocket. 


Everybody wants to sound like a racer. 

That would leave only the problem 
of what to do with all of the outmoded 
noisemakers left lying about. Since this 
is a disposal problem outside the scope 
of my experience, I can only suggest 
that we collect them all in a central 
location and help them up for all the 
world to see — that you can’t call them 
"noisy motorcycles" any more.

Gould Wins 250cc Title 


MONZA, ITALY, September 13, 1970 — Rod Gould won the 250cc world road 
racing title today in a fierce race that even momentarily diverted the attention of the 
Italians from their beloved Ago Agostini. Although he had had a good lead, Gould 
did not have the championship clinched until he beat Kel Carruthers, the indomitable 
Aussie, at this high speed oval in Italy. To further complicate matters, English Ace 
mr kept constant pressure on both Carruthers and Gould, finally finishing 
third. 

For 27-year-old Gould, the Italian race climaxed nine years of effort in road 
racing. Kel Carruthers, reigning champion, was not a threat until very late in this 
series. Finally, he had to win this race in order to remain in contention and, had it 
not been for Gould, he would have done just that. 

The first three bikes lapped the Monza circuit at over 115 mph and their final 
average were less than .1 mph apart at the finish. Carruthers was almost last off the 
line and, in sparkling attempt to grab the championship, he worked his way up and 
took the lead which he held for six laps. But then he chose the wrong line through a 
curve and Gould took over and held the lead until the end. 

In other races of the day, Agostini won the 350 and 500cc events. He has won the 
championships in both of these classes without serious contention. A. Neito won the 
125cc race, bringing him to third spot in the points standings. D. Braun leads in that 
class. 4 


Geboers On Suzuki 


LA MESA, CALIF., Sept. 15, 1970 — Sylvain Geboers, famed Suzuki rider from| 
Belgium who is now tied for first place in the 250cc World Championship, has, 
according to Edison Dye, sent him a letter stating he will be in Atlanta on Oct. 25 tol 
compete in the Inter-Am Series.

(714) 460-1281. Dye has been threatened by U.S. Suzuki with legal action if he 


continues to use their name in the advertising. Dye states that he has no connections 
or any business dealings with U.S. Suzuki. However, he does have in his possession| 
seven signed entry forms by Geboers in his own handwriting in which he states he| 
will be riding a Suzuki in the 360cc category.

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More than three years of preparation went into the record run.

BONNEVILLE, UTAH, Sept. 17, 
1970 — Don Vesco today became the 
fastest motorcycle rider in the world, as 
the soft spoken and methodical racer 
from El Cajon, Calif. blasted his twin, 
gas powered, 350cc Yamaha streamliner 
down the salt flats at an incredible 
two-way average of 251.924, adding 
more than six miles an hour to the four 
year old record of Robert Leppan. 
Vesco had spent more than three 
years perfecting his big machine to the 
point where it has now officially 
eclipsed the existing A.M.A. mark set by

Vesco and crew make some last minute adjustments. 


Leppan in 1966 at 245.667 MPH. 
Leppan’s mark was established with two 
650cc Triumph (1300cc total) on fuel, 
while Vesco’s record was on certified 
pump gasoline. It boggles the mind to 
think of the potential this machine 
would have on some exotic blend of 
hero juice. 

But Don isn’t that sure about the use 
of fuel. “Whenever I go roadracing I’m 
accused of using fuel”. “Actually, I get 
all the horsepower needed on gasoline 
and haven't even started playing with 
fuel." The fact that he can go 251 MPH 
on gasoline bears this out. And as if it 
weren't enough to have already put

away the ultimate land speed record for 
motorcycles, the next day  Vesco 
disconnected the interconnecting chain 
between engines and proceeded to pop 
the 350cc records out of sight. He 
pumped the 350 fuel streamliner record 
to 193.756 MPH, then turned around 
and shot the gas record to 197.813 for 
the two way average. It should be 
pointed out here that he did not remove 
the other engine and was pulling the 
dead weight of the other motor. He 
later said that next year he would like 
to put the 350 record over two bills, 
and we don't doubt he'll do it for a 
minute. 








"Big Red", which is Norma Vesco's 
nickname for the streamliner (no 
relation to the nationally franchised 
cesspool pumping outfit) still had the 
scars from sliding through the traps at 
252 MPH during Bonneville Speed 
Week. A tire failure, after an obvious 
strong run was the cause of this 
magnificent unload. It was determined 
by the Vesco crew that it must have 
been a slight imbalance in the tire which 
created a harmonic at top speed, thus 
terribly overloading the tires on their 
sanitary scooter. 

Tires are always a problem at 
Bonneville, no matter how fast you go. 
But once the 200 barrier is passed, the 
tire problem increases geometrically in 
proportion to the speed, Dunlop tire 
(England) was the most receptive to 
Vesco’s worldwide cry for help to tire 
manufacturers, providing more than 
enough tires for his successful assault of 
the record. 

Vesco said he is also indebted to 
Custom Machine for the mag wheels, 
which, he pointed out, add 
immeasurably to the stability of his rig 
at high speed. These wheels, he 
not-too-subtly added “‘can be ordered 
through my shop in El Cajon.” 

One of the happiest crewmembers on 
the salt was Bob Westbrook from 
Santee, Calif. You may remember him 
from the abstract picture of a 
competition BSA during our speedweek 
coverage. Bob was the right hand man 
who helped from the early days of 
construction on “Big Red”. He can now 
also lay claim to having produced the 
world’s fastest expansion chambers. 
This is a sideline with him and may soon 
be a full time business, especially when 
people find out about his reputattion 
for specailty applications. 

For those of you that dig details, the 
engines are “practically stock”, 348cc 
Yamaha roadracing engines. Тһе 
coupling is by chain in the normal drag 
bike tradition. The transmission is 
retained in the rear case withnearly 
normal, 5-speed roadracing ratios, with 
the front trans “sawed off”. The skin 
started life as a belly tank from a USN 
FOF jet aircraft, with aluminum 
modifications. The parachute is by Diest 
of drag chute fame, with very neat 
steeing being provided through a center 
kingpin device. 

The horsepower produced by the 
double is apparently a secret. because 
all Don will do is scratch his chin and

tell you what RPM he turns, thereby 
changing the subject. He does at least 
tell you that it turns around 10,000 
through the traps. 

A frustrating week was spent at 
Bonneville ‘during the regular speed

where Don set his gas record at 240. But 
it was the ultimate record he wanted, 
the. big one. And as far as he was 
concerned, that was the only record 
that mattered this year. So he came 
back some three weeks later and did 





exactly that. 

It should be mentioned here that 
acquiring time on the more than 200 
square miles of Utah-owned pool table 
flat salt is no mean feat. The key word 
is “politics”, and, of course, it helps to 








have already gone 240. 

First Don had to get permission from 
the prime renter of the salt for the week 
in question. This renter happened to be 
Champion Spark Plugs and Don just 
happened to run Champs. The people in 
the PR department were more than 
happy to let him run. The only problem 
was finding the proper people to 
contact. 

The next problem was arranging with 
the *Blue Flame" rocket car, who had 
rented the salt, to see if they would 
allow some poor lowly cycle a few 
passes on the salt. With that 
accomplished — after some help from 
Champ — the only requirement left was 
to arrange with USAC and then A.M.A. 
to have proper representatives on the 
salt. Don, with Bob Westbrook helping, 
made all these concrete arrangements. 


This is the natural gas rocket car that rented the salt and let Vesco bring "Big Red" 2 
to Utah for his record run. 





Now all he had to worry about were 
the variables, such minor things as 
weather and engines. 

Weather was lousy on Monday, the 
first day he was allowed to run. The 
wind blew and the AMA rule for safety 
requires less than 6 MPH. Don's own 
rule is 5 MPH, unless it is a tailwind. 
Basically, we all waited. 

Then on Tuesday, Vesco made a few 
passes and found the balance problem in 
the new wheel. The vibration started in 
at a little over 200 MPH. Again he 
stopped running and started waiting. 

Wednesday was spent weighing the 
possible alternatives. (We sat and 
watched the Blue Flame make one run.) 

Thursday morning found the boys 
balancing the tires in the crude, old 
fashioned way. That in itself is a 
difficult thing to do with mag wheels. 
This method involves small weights 
glued in place at the light point, 
spinning the wheel and repeating the 
process. Apparently it worked because 
the next run was 249.965 for one 
direction. When informed of this at the 
far end of the salt, Don said that it felt 
really good and he was ready to return 
and put the record away. 

The return was a fantastic experience 
and the most exciting part was the 
betting pool going around the timing 
stand. Actually the return was a 
beautiful 253.897 pass for the new 
record average of 251.924 MPH. 

That same night, after some small 
clebrating, Don hit the local casino for 
$200 in jackpot money from one of 
those giant one arm bandits; you know 
the one the casinos put near the front 
door that takes dollars and should have 
sucker written across its monsterous 5 
foot front. Anway September 17 must 
have been his lucky day, for he is now 
the fastest motorcycle rider in the 
world.

lay motionless. Spectators waved and 
shouted towards the ambulance but the 
attendants wouldn’t move.

Although most people like to forget 
it as much as possible, the fact is that 
motorcycle racing is a very dangerous 
sport. This was brought home with 
shattering impact this Sunday in the 
desert when nineteen-year-old Checker, 
Don Hill was killed while racing to the 
smoke bomb at the Cactus Cat's first 
annual Hare Scrambles. As far as can be 
determined the front axle of Hill's 
motorcycle sheared in two places, 
causing the bike to go end-for-end. The 
young expert was riding fast but 
apparently was not on a dangerous 
stretch of ground. He died very shortly 
after the crash. 


This was the Cactus Cat’s first race 
and, except for the freak accident in 
which they can in no way be faulted, 
the race was an unqualified success. 
They chose a wide open area of virgin 
desert and used the increasingly popular 
LeMan’s type start. It was delayed a few 
minutes by the rider’s reluctance to get 
more than 6 feet away from their bikes 
but when the banner did drop the bikes 
were off very evenly. One observer 
reported that, half way to the smoke 
bomb there was an even line of about 
100 bikes abreast of one another, and 
that a rider with a number in the 400’s 
was leading! This didn’t last long 
though. Potent Tom Poteet soon took 
the lead and stretched it to something 
over two minutes by the end of the first 
lap. 

Second into the pits was Rich 
Thorwaldson who mistakenly thought 
that he was leading. When told that this 
was not the case, he left hurriedly in a 
cloud of dust and determination. He 
finally got the lead when Poteet left the 
course temporarily. According to one of 
the Rescue Three workers, who was 
sitting by a truck, Poteet didn’t see the 
ribbonstretched across the trail markinga 
change in the direction of the course, 
and he continued in the same direction 
he had been going, traveling very fast 
and trailing ten feet of ribbon behind 
him!. -Poteet. soon discovered his 
mistake, but by then it was too late. 
Thorwaldson was in the lead and not 
about to get caught. 

The trailbikes were started almost a 
half hour after the big bikes but even so, 
many of them managed to catch the 
back half of the pack. First to the 
smoke bomb was Jack Stonesfier, 
Novice No. 898, but first to the flag was 
young Terry Clark, barely ahead of his 
arch rival Jack Morgan. 

The course itself was tough and 
demanding. As Thorwaldson put it, “It 
was a rider's course." Several hills that 
looked like masses of crushed and 
broken rock soon had a new surface of 
crushed and broken | motorcycles. 


Fortunately, speed was, of necessaity, 
decreased and few riders suffered 
mishap. At the top of one hill was what 
was called a “flying check”, (meaning 
that the riders did not have to stop for 
it) but some riders took the term 
literally and flew over the top of the 
hill, missing the right turn at the top. 
They had an exciting trip down through 
the jumbled boulders on the other side. 
There was an interesting sandwash 
about two thirds of the way around the 
course that was heavily danger-marked. 
The trouble was that it didn't look 
dangerous, so many riders (including 
this one) didn't slow down. There was a 
nice little one-foot high rock ledge that 
blended right into the landscape and it 
was very hard. One rider tore a good 
chunk out ot his leg on that one. 

Two riders managed to find the 
wrong trail coming into the pits (in spite 
of excellent marking) and came to grief. 
One suffered a couple broken ribs while 
the other broke his ankle. The latter 
rider was outfitted in street oxfords! 
While on the subject, it seemed to this 
rider that this course was one of the 
best marked this year, although there 
were dissenting opinions. Near several 
dangerous spots on the course (such as a 
couple of mine shafts) there was so 
much ribbon that they looked like 
Christmas trees. Rescue Three did an 
extremely good job of extricating those 
riders who did get into trouble. 

A member of the Bureau of Land 
Management was at the race as a guest 
of the sponsoring club. According to 
club official, Jim Honeter, the man was 
extremely helpful, not only in pointing 
out to the club which type of terrain to 
avoid, but in showing them ways to get 
around it. According to Jim this B.L.M. 
type was happy to have the bikes in the 
desert and only wish to see that they 
didn't do irreparable harm to some of 
the more fragile areas. Looks like you 
can't even stereotype Bureau of Land 
Management officials. This one, whose 
name is Mario Lopez, works in the San 
Bernaridno Office and encourages all 
clubs who are interested in preserving 
the desert to call upon him for 
assistance. 

The Cactus Cats boast that their race 
area is now the cleanest area in the 
desert, thanks to the efforts of many 
riders and their families. Their own club 
members, while cleaning the course, 
tore down not only all their own 
ribbon, but ribbon on adjacent trails left 
by other not-so-conscientious clubs. 
That's quite a boast. Maybe we could 
get a little competition going and let 
District 37 donate a trophy for the 
winning club at the end of the year. It's 
one I'd like to see my club win.

Dealer Inquiries Invited 
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By Ron Schneiders 


In the previous articles, a lot of space has been 
devoted to the question of whether or not insurance 
should be purchased. When we come to the question 
of insurance for the competition rider that question is 
irrelevant. There is only one kind of insurance for the 
competitor: medical insurance. There is no question 
here about whether you should have medical 
coverage; the only questions are, where is it available, 
how much is needed, how much does it cost, and how 
can you get the best buy. 

Let's start with the minimum that you need, 
which is a card saying that you have some kind of 
coverage somewhere. If you don't have that, here is 
what happens: Let's say you're riding in a desert race, 
leading the pack and your scooter decides to do an 
endo. You catch a handlebar on the way over, land 
on a rock with the scooter in your lap. Fortunately 
you’re unconscious because if you were awake and 
saw yourself, you’d be scared to death, You’re lucky. 
Rescue 3 finds you and packs you out. If you can 
wake up a minute, thank them, because you're 
probably getting the only compassionate care that 
you'll get today. From there you go to an emergency 
room, where, if your luck's still holding, some doctor 
will try to save your life before inquiring into your 
financial status. When it appears that you're not going 
to expire immediately, you'll be shipped to the 
nearest state operated facility, such as the infamous 
County General in LA. 

Now make no mistake at this point: these facilities 
are for-the really poor. They're for the people like 
Indians, students, Mexicans and Okies, the “second 
class citizens” who normally can be counted on not 
to sue if they get something like infectious hepatitus 
from a dirty needle, or get a sponge sewed up in their 
stomach. The problem is that in your racing gear, 
with dirt and blood all over your face, you might be 
mistaken for one of these types and you might just 
die before anyone discovers the mistake. Unless you 
have a card. The card says that you're insured and 
that you're a valued member of society, even if you 
do look like a hippy. It gets you into a decent 
hospital. If. you're too poor to be able to afford a 
card, ride slow and be careful. Or make sure that you 

. die in the crash. 
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There are four types of “cards” that will suffice. 

1. Medi-Cal 

2. Group insurance , 

3. Multiple employer trust 

4. Individual insurance coverage. 

Taking these one at a time, Medi-Cal was, until a 
short time ago the best possible medical coverage. If 
you were somewhat poor but willing (and able) to 
put up with a fair amount of bureaucracy, Medi—Cal 
would cover your expenses in event of sickness or 
accident. Unfortunately the powers that be 
(Sacramento Eschelon) realized that there wasn't 
enough money for all of the state's concerns. 
Realizing that cutting school money hurt only 
students and cutting Medi-Cal hurt only the poor, 
they cut these budgets somewhat beyond the bone. 
(Cutting the Feather River project, which would have 
hurt land developers, however was out of the 
question. Now Medi-Cal helps only the extremely 
poor and then only if they happen to be fairly 
wealthy. Did you notice a slight contradiction? 

It works like this: You can apply for Medi-Cal if 
you own less than $5,000.00 worth of real estate and 
$1,200.00 worth of personal property. If your 
income is less than some specified amount (like 
$300.00 for a family of four) Medi-Cal will pay the 
bills. If you have more than that income, they figure 
the “extra” should go for medical expenses. So if you 
have $400.00 a month income, you must first pay 
approximately $100.00 in medical expenses in a 
month before you are eligible for Medi-Cal. This is 
farily unrealistic, but the real joker is that they have 
decided to operate on a three month basis which 
means that you may pay about $300.00 before you 
get your “card”. Then the card is only good for the 
remainder of that three month period and the whole 
thing starts over. Interesting question: How does one 
person in a family of four comes up with $300.00 
when the family income is only $400.00 for the 
month? Answer: One member of the family must be 
independently wealthy. For the present at least, 
Medi-Cal will not help except in really extreme cases. 
If you're eligible, by all means apply and keep up 
with the paper work because if something really bad 
should happen and you can come up with $300.00,

Medi-Cal could quite literally save your life. But it 
won’t help much with the more normal broken 
bones. 

Group insurance is usually available to those that 
are employed. This insurance has a considerable range 
both in benefits and premiums. (Benefits, 
incidentally, is a misnomer. It implies 
good-heartedness on the part of the. insurance 
company which of course is nonsense. The real term 
is *contractual liability".) One fact that few people 
realize is that group insurance premiums depend upon 
the average age of the group so if you have a choice, 
work for a company where most of the people are 
young. The premiums also depend upon the number 
of claims filed by the group, so a group in a 
non-hazardous occupation will be best. The Kaiser 
Group is one of the best of the group plans. 

In group poiicies, the benefits are "scheduled" 
which means that only so much will be paid for a 
given type of care. YOU MUST EXAMINE THIS 
SCHEDULE CAREFULLY. If they only allow, for 
instance, $15.00 a day for room and board in a 


.hospital save your money. The policy is worthless. 


You can't get a room in a motel for that. Some group 
plans will allow some ridiculous amount like $25.00 a 
day for intensive care ($150.00 is reasonable) and 
then pad the schedule with items like radiotherapy, 
$400.00. If you only look at the schedule 
superficially, you see lots of these hundred-dollar 
items that you will never in this world need, and you 
don't notice that there is no coverage for x-rays. 
Nowadays you'll get x-rayed if you got into a hospital 
to get change for a parking meter. 

For bike riders there are two especially important 
items to look for: “Ambulance” and something 
which is usually called “Supplementary Accident 
Expense.” This latter is good for about $300.00 and 
can be used for almost anything except parts for the 
bike. For instance, suppose you fall in a race and, 
sprain an ankle, and get a deep cut on your arm. It’s 
not bad enough to make your quit and go joy-riding 
in the red and white screamer but you do need some 
medical attention when you get home. 
Supplementary Accident Expense pays the bill.

Whenever you read a test like this, 
you usually haven't a clue who is 
feeding you the information. The 
editorial “we” that my contemporaries 
so love to use makes me think of a small 
crowd of people ranged around a 
typewriter, each with a single finger in 
the action or clambering onto the bike 
piggy back, hand on hand and foot on 
top of foot all over the controls. Having 
done my share of road tests for the 
magazines, I know this is noť true, but 
the image persists every time I read “we 
had some difficulty finding neutral” 
(with seven size tens on the pedal) or 
"we found the suspension much too 
soft as the shocks bottomed easily" (no 
wonder). .Four of us took turns singly 
with the subject of this test. Each of our 
individual impressions agreed, as to the 
speed and handling of the Indian, but 
by pulling rank, I got more time at the 
handlebars than the rest, and so I am 
writing this test in the first person. The 
hell with customs. 

First impressions are the strongest 
and last longest. On seeing the Indian 
initially, at the foot of a steep dirt road 
leading to “motorcycle meadows”, I 
licked my lips. This is a nervous gesture 
that my wife has come to recognize 
means I am looking at something good, 
I am at the stage in my motorcycling

career where I can tell just by examining 
a bike, how it's going to handle, 
whether it's going to hold together, even 
how it will probably perform. There are 
no trade secrets involved, everyone 
seems to develop the same facility after 
studiously experiencing several hundred 
different motorcycles over a period of 
years. One thing you learn is “if it 
LOOKS right, it usually IS right.” 

At first glance, the Indian, with its 
100cc Minarelli engine, looks like a 
factory racer. Its geometry is similar to 


the Harley-Davidson Baja model. 
Surface resemblance to that other 
famous Amer-Italian trailbike stops 


there, however, and takes on a distinctly 
American flavor dictated by the 
"tear-loaf" tank and sculptured saddle. 

Nylon locking nuts (some with 
setscrews) keep everything fastened 
together. The modified Jawa trials type 
frame looks exceedingly rigid, and it is. 
Everything is laid out with room around 
it to work in. Design and craftsmanship 
of the basic components are ideal and 
materials are of very high quality, 
keeping the weight down to 168 lbs. 
That includes a steel rear fender and 
tank. It was obvious, however, that the 
534" travel Marzocchi forks wouldn't 
take the pounding I was about to put 
them through with my 200 Ibs. on the

pegs unless the engine could pull hard 
enough through a rather small rear cog 
to lighten the front wheel on command. 

This capability didn't seem very 
likely, in view of the tiny, 22mm 
carburetor the Indian had to gasp 
through. But that proved the fallabulity 
of my guesser, as I only bottomed the 
Indian once, and that was at 1,200 feet, 
trying to climb an 18” wall ten feet 
away from a dead stop. I needed about 
10” of travel that time. 

After running a tankful (1% gallon) 
of gas through, in a disturbing short 
time, I was convinced that the Dellorto 
was jetted about three sizes too rich. 
Performance was brisk at sea level, but 
the engine was obviously two or 3,000 
revs down from its potential. The Indian 
ran “wetter” the higher it climbed in 
the mountains, but still put out enough 
power to send me flying past better 
tuned 100cc bikes. I can only speculate 
on what potential terror lurks beneath 
that yellow tank, for the Minarelli is a 
tuner’s child.

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piston-ported engine with ball bearing 
mains and needles in the big end. It fires 
through a simple, single-phase magneto 
equipped with a lighting coil and drives 
the thick, 3-plate clutch through bevel 
gears. There's plenty of meat around the 
ports and replacement parts are not that 
much higher than Japanese stuff (a 
piston set costs about $13). It's got a 
smooth, strong 4-speed gearbox with 
nicely spaced ratios. 

This stage of tune that I had will set 
records for reliability and even dust a 
few hotter hundreds in the process. The 
stock engine puts out about 13-14 
horsepower. But just wait until the 
accessory carburetors and pipes on 5 
and 7-ported Indians begin to appear. 

АП the other parts are up to 
accommodating another 5 to seven 
horsepower without modification — and 
this is rare in the trailbike class. At 
present, the machine feels so bitchin, 
with even my weight on its back, that it 
inspired me to do things I wouldn’t 
attempt on most other bikes. I felt over 
my head several times, even to the point

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of looking for soft places to crash, when 
the Indian pulled me out as neatly as 
Orphan Annie’s Punjab. I start to love a 
bike like that,

knobbies sped the Indian through such 
stuff so neat, that I wouldn't trade them 
for K-70s with alloy rims to boot. 


I couldn't believe the Indian's real 
leather saddle came out of Italy. It 
favored my fanny like some erotic 
device. Bumps I normally would have 
stood up over, I was taking on the seat. 
And for wheelies or hillclimbing it’s the 
best I’ve found. The unbreakable 
Tomaselli alloy levers rate high praise 
too, but I soon came to hate the stingy 
grips fitted, as they cramped my hands 
rather painfully. Vibration was 
negligible throughout the rpm range and 
the only thing that needed tightening at 
the conclusion of the test was the chain. 
The engine always sprang to life 
promptly in the 3 days we had it. 

Impressed as I was with the Indian, I

cannot overlook its flaws, which were 
few, however, and easily corrected. The 
air filter is of the birdcatcher class, the 


' pressed-steel expansion chamber is too 


mild to do anything more than make 
noise (a straight-through silencer was 
used throughout the test) and the flimsy 
fuel tap looks embarrassed among such 
otherwise high quality components. 

Price tagged at $695, the Indian 
Motorsport probably won't break any 
Japanese sales records. The price should, 
however, scare away most of the less 
discriminating motorcycle enthusiasts, 
leaving the market clear for those who 
recognize fine machinery and know 
what quality has to cost, these days. 

The new distributor, Indian 
Motorcycles Inc. who purchased the 
line recently from the estate of Floyd 
Clymer, talk like they know what the 
customer needs in the way of support, 
parts and development programs. They 
are at the factory as I write this, getting 
ready to produce a 175cc enduro 
Indian, as well as an enduro model of 
the Motorsport.

PHOENIX, ARIZONA, Sept. 13, 1970 
— DeSoto is fast becoming a familiar 
surname at the Manzanita Speedway 
motocross. 

Two weeks ago, young Ron DeSoto 
overwhelmed top Arizona 250 Senior 
and Open Senior competitors in a 
CZ-wins-everything motocross here. 

Today, big brother John DeSoto 
picked up duplicate honors and amazed 
the crowd with his riding abilities and 
smooth style. - 

DeSoto, fresh from his victory in the 
North-South clash was sent to Phoenix 
by American Jawa to conduct a 
motocross school and to promote CZ 
sales with his participation in the race 
today.

BAKERSFIELD, CALIF., Sept. 12, 
1970 — District 35 Number One rider, 
Darrell McCaulley, toured | the 
Sprocket's Park race course tonight, 
holding the black and white checkered 
flag, with the purr of his B.S.A. the only 
sound. The crowd and riders were 
completely silent. This simple ceremony 
was the way the filled park of people 
paid their final respects to a fine young 
man, a great sportsman, an expert 
motorcycle racer, and, most 
importantly, a real friend to all.

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GARDENA, CALIF., Sept. 19, 1970 — 
Gene Romero swept to victory for the 
second consecutive week on the AMA 
National Circuit, winning the 12th 
annual Ascot Half Mile National. The 
win coupled with his recent Sacramento 
victory, now gives the San Luis Obispo 
Triumph rider three national victories 
for the season. 

Romero was near perfect at Ascot, 
taking fast time honors in the time trials 
with room to spare, then coming back 
to win his heat race and the 20-lap 
National final with two 
come-from-behind rides. 

It was the first time the new Grand 
National champ has won a main at 
Ascot in two seasons. It will rank also as 
one of the most convincing 
performances at an Ascot national. 

The three heat races were explosive 
and surprising and topped by fine close 
racing all the way. Romero took the 
leád on the second lap from Keith 
Mashburn in the opening 10-lapper and 
was never again headed. Dave Aldana 
finally moved by Mashburn for second 
on the seventh lap. The first three in 
each heat went directly to the national 
final. 

Mel Lacher led the first lap of the 
second heat before giving way to Jody 
Nicholas. Jody looked like a sure winner 
until.the last lap when he went on one 
cylinder, losing first place to Jimmy 
Odom. Nicholas held for second with 
Lacher in third over Shorty Seabourne. 

The third heat was a surprise and 
disappointment. Mert Lawwill, the 
winner the past two years, took the lead 
from Eddie Mulder on lap two and was 
on his way to the win and transfer until 
his engine broke a piston lap eight. His 
teammate, Mark Brelsford then took 
over for the win with Lloyd Houchins 
and Tom Rockwood in for second and 
third after the two had collided on the 
starting line at the start of the event. 

The Semi-Main to decide the final 
three riders for the final was equally as 
good as the heat races with Seabourne 
coming from fourth place to grab the 
win from Cal Rayborn in the final two 
laps. The third and final position was 
decided at the finish line when Don 
Castro came from far back to nip Jim 
Rice by inches right at the flag. 

And so it went, a typical Ascot 
national. Chuck Palmgren failed to 
qualify for the program in time trials. 
Jim Rice became the first alternate for 
the final. Four time winner Sammy 
Tanner failed to advance to the final 
from the semi as did Mulder and Eddie 
Wirth. Larry Darr from Ohio and 
Dewayne Keeter failed to transfer from 
the heat to the semi. 

Brelsford jumped to the front at the 
start of the final and took a sizeable 
lead over Romero. Laps five and six 
found the two running together but 
Mark was first across the line. 

The Harley rider could not hold the 
Triumph ace with Romero finally taking 
over and leading the rest of the way 
from lap seven. Houchins had his 
best-ever ride in a national event and 
rode in for a solid third place. Aldana

Romero's win again 
gave him a stretch over Rice in the 
national point standings. 

John Hateley made it a complete 
Triumph night by winning the Amateur 
final.

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MOTOCROSS DEBUTS 
AT SOUTH BEND, WA.

SOUTH BEND, WASH., Sept. 6, 1970 
— The Willapa Two Wheelers M.C., 
inspired and motivated by Husqvarna 
dealer and motocross enthusiast Lee St. 
Clair, put on their first motocross here 
in this small logging community on a 
day that started out with the best racing 
weather seen all summer long. A steady 
rain that had made the flat, marshy 
course nice and wet stopped falling the 
morning of the race and promised ideal 
conditions for a` good muddy 
motocross; a welcome change from the 
hot, dusty ones we've suffered through 
until now. 

The only real problems encountered 
were the swarms of hungry mosquitoes 
and lack of portable toilets, ordered and 
paid for but never delivered, both of 
which were beyond the control of the 
race organizers who did a fine job on 
their first attempt.

Ollie St. Clair 
dominated this event on his Hodaka by 
winning each of the three, five lap 
motos. Second place honors went to 
John Webber who edged out third place 
Leon Bethel, both riders Hodaka 
mounted. Some of the most interesting 
falls and slides of the day occurred in 
this class as these less experienced riders 
made their way around the slick course 
which got even gooier as the rain began 
to fall about the time of the second set 
of motos. 

The big battle in the 125 Expert class 
was between Yamaha mounted George 
McNelly and Bultaco pilot Brian 
Barthrop. McNelly showed his strength 
by winning the first moto but not 
without a good struggle by Brian. The 
second moto got off to a bang as these 
two tangled at the start leaving Brian on 
the ground and in last place as the race 
got under way. Overcoming this deficit 
with some fine catch-up riding, the 
speedy President of the Duodenum 
Motocross Team worked his way up 
through the pack into second place 
behind McNelly before the checkered 
flag fell.

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moto, and, therefore, disqualified, Joe 
MacKenzie nevertheless, powered his big 
Maico to a solid win in both the second 
and third motos ahead of Munson. In 
both of these Doug did a good job of 
catch-up riding when he was held back 
with various problems. 

Watching Doug slice through the 
traffic was an education in mud riding 
as he simply got more power to the 
ground with a judicious use of the 
throttle and relentless application of 
scientific body English, Overall it was 
Munson ahead of a host of Husqvarnas 
paced by Wayne Larson and Bert Iler.

One of the really good things about group 
insurance is that you can't be excluded for riding 
competition, which is not the case with most 
individual policies. 

It’s hard to say with any reliability that you 
should pay this much and no more for group 
insurance because the policies are so different. I 
would start shopping for another policy if the 
premium was much more than $35.00 per month for 
employee and family or $12.00 per month for a 
single person, 

If you happen to be self-employed, you're not 
eligible for group insurance but you can get into a 
thing called a “Multiple Employer Trust". This is not 
as good as group insurance from several standpoints, 
but is far better than nothing. In fact, these are very 
loosely organized "groups" and they offer coverage 
that will be adequate for most needs. The cost and 
benefits are comparable to group insurance. A good 
guy to go see for this type of insurance is Jim 
Manning who has an office tastefully decorated with 
a Honda packing case and a Castrol Oil drum. 
Manning races himself and has gone on his head often 
enough to know what kind of coverage you need. He 
also gave me most of the information for this article, 
after seeing the first two, which means he has a sense 
of humor, anyway. Manning's modest ambition is to 
write all the motorcycle insurance in the world 
which, from an insurance company standpoint, must 
be equivalent to collecting all the typhoid bugs in the 
world. 

A broker that you can trust is a real asset in 
dealing with insurance companies, doctors, and 
hospitals. A person can easily be caught in a vise 
between inflated medical charges and shrunken 
benefits. A good agent knows, first of all, the 
insurance company's real legal liability which is 
something no lay person is in a position to discover. 
He also has a book which enables him to evaluate a 
medical charge fairly accurately. This book is simply 
a tabulation of various medical services on a "point" 
basis. Points are assigned to the service on basis of the 
importance and the difficulty of the service so that a 
heart transplant is worth many points while lancing a 
boil is worth relatively little. By multiplying the 

“points” by another factor which is determined by 
the location in which the physician is operating, the 
broker can evaluate the fairness of the charge. 

At first glance this system would seem to benefit 
the insurance company more than the individual but 
this is not really the case. Medical care does vary 
greatly in quality. Even with such a simple thing as a 
broken leg, poor quality medical service can have you 
limping for life, or suffering periodic pain. The idea 
then is to get the best possible medical care allowed 
by your insurance. If you are allowed $1,000 for a 
broken leg, use every cent of it to get the very best 
care you can buy and get your broker to tell you just 
what you can afford. If he won’t, get a new broker. 
Remember, you don’t save money on quality of care 
that you choose; the insurance company does. 

The last “card” that you can get is supplied by 
individual insurance policies. This is a last resort 
action and probably best forgotten. Individual 
policies are first of all prohibitively expensive and 
secondly almost worthless for coverage. Most have a 
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competition exclusion which can be interpreted very 
widely. Most important, some of the group policies 
are written so loosely that anyone is eligible so there 
is no reason for buying an individual policy. 
Incidentally, my daddy once told me that any 
insurance policy that was advertised in four colors in 
the Sunday supplement had adequate coverage only 
for the garbage. 

Besides your personal insurance, you аге 
sometimes covered by the club sponsoring the event 
that yoü're riding or by the track. Some associations 
cover all their riders in an event. Others like the AMA 
cover only professional riders. Before we go any 
farther, there are two terms that must be discussed: 
primary and secondary coverage. Primary insurance 
pays regardless of any other insurance that you might 
have. Sometimes if you are covered by two primary 
policies you can make a profit on an accident. 
Secondary policies cover only that portion of the 
expense not covered by a primary policy. Naturally, 
second policies are much cheaper than primary 
policies because the company stands a good chance of 
not having to pay anything even if there is an 
accident. 

Every event that is run should be covered by 
participant insurance for several reasons. First of all, 
motorcycling activity is inherently dangerous and 
some of the accidents tend to be very expensive. A 
70-mph-crash can very easily result in. $10,000.00 
worth of medical care. Many group policies won't 
begin to handle expenses on this order. Besides this, 
most group plans are *'scheduled" which means that 
only so much is allowed for each type of service. In 
effect this means there are more holes than you'd 
find in a fisherman’s net. “Blanket” secondary 
insurance fills in the holes. 

The second reason for having sponsoring 
associations provide participant insurance is that 
there are many people racing who have no insurance 
at all, especially kids who have recently left home and 
beginning professionals. 

Right now the AFM, ACA and the Sidehack 
Association have participant imsurance for all their 
events. CMC has none and IRE occasionally has some. 
The AFM coverage is approximately $3,000 blanket 
medical and $5,000 life. The ACA coverage is about 
the same. The cost is about $2 to $3.00 per rider and 
the biggest determining factor in the cost is the 
average speed of the contestant. 

The AMA has been offered several attractive plans 
for insurance for their sportsman riders but to date 
they have not been interested enough to bother 
taking the question to the membership, let alone to 
act upon it. Without getting into specifices, it would 
be possible for the AMA to insure all its sportsman 
riders in all events from road races to gypsy tours for 
a very nominal figure. It would probably cost less 
than the magazine they tried to force-feed us a couple 
months back. If the AMA isn’t interested, District 37 
has sufficient members to provide insurance at farily 
reasonable rates independent of the AMA. To be fair, 
the proposals that have been rejected before were 
made to fearless leader Bill Berry, who is no longer at 
the helm. A proposal is currently being made to new 
fearless leader March. It might be interesting to see if 
he decides to tell us about it. 

For professional riders the AMA offers primary 
insurance of about $10,000 medical and $2,000 life, 
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but the medical only covers 75% of the hospital bill. 
The way this usually. works is, when the hospital finds 
out what the insurance arrangement is, it jacks up the 
bill so that the insurance company pays 100% of the 
actual cost. Then whatever they get from the rider is 
gravy. Since the insurance companies never lose, and 
the hospital is coming out ahead, you know who is 
footing the bill. 

To finish this, there are several frequently asked 
questions that haven’t fit neatly into the article that 
should be answered. One such is, Can clubs insure 
their members? For all practical purposes, no. There 
are not enough members to make it economically 
feasible. The Sidehack Association is able to insure 
their members because they race by themselves. But 
any club of solo riders would not be able to because 
there would be other uninsured riders on the same 
course at the same time. Naturally any association 
which holds races and requires all riders to be 
members of the association could obtain the same 
sort of insurance as the Sidehackers. 

How much insurance does a competition rider 
need? According to Manning, $10,000 is a good 
figure, it its all working. That's medical, not life. Most 
life insurance falls somewhere between a farce and a 
fraud and should be purchase only if there's someone 
you really dig who could starve if you went to that 
big hare and hound in the sky. If you think in those 
romantic terms and she's that incompetant, by all 
means buy life insurance. Jim Manning needs the 
bread. 

What is the relative safety of various events? Speed 
is the real determining factor but quality of 
equipment and experience play a large part as might 
be expected. In terms of probable seriousness of an 
accident, road racing heads the list, with mile flat 
track a close second. Then half mile, hare and 


hounds, motocross, sportsman scrambles, down to 
trials.

SPARK PLUG INSPECTION TOOL 


Any rider that tunes his own 
equipment knows that being able to 
read the spark plug accurately is a 
distinct advantage, whether he is 
super-tuning his racer or just 
troubleshooting his street machine for a 
carburetion or spark plug problem. 
Unless the light is exceptionally good, it 
is really hard to see down inside the 
plug for an accurate reading. A lot can 
be told about a machine’s operation by. 
checking the condition of the porcelain 
down inside the plug, so anything that 
will shed some light on the problem is 
appreciated. 

One of the tool manufacturers does 
make a special flashlight-type tool for 
doing just this, but for the majority of 
riders, the cost of this special tool is 
prohibitive. There, is an item on the 
market that will do the job and the 
price is within everybody’s range, it is 
called a “Lighthouse Magnifier” and is 
available through most photographic 
stores, coin dealers or stamp dealers. 

This little item is a flashlight with a 





magnifier mounted on top of it (see 
photo) and works very well for checking 
plugs as well as looking closely at 
anything that may be hard to see. Get

A TOOL FOR REMOVING 
HOLDING SPROCKET NUTS- 


It would seem that most riders who 
do complete teardowns on their 
machines fail to think about loosening 
the countershaft nut securing the 


sprocket until they have removed the 
engine from the frame. While the engine 
is in the frame, simply put your foot on 
the brake to hold the rear wheel in 
position (of course the rear chain must 
still be connected) and put the wrench 





on the nut. On some models where it is 
difficult to turn the nut, a box-end 
wrench can be slipped over it, blocked 
against the frame or a solid section of 
the engine, and the nut can be very 
easily loosened by turning the rear 
wheel. This method will also serve to 
tighten the nut. 

If you happen to have a model where 
the sprocket nut is innaccessible until 
the engine is removed from the frame, 
breaking this nut loose can be a 
problem. A simple sprocket holding tool 
can be made using a piece of pipe anda 
short section of chain. The chain should

be eight or ten links and the same size as 
your drive chain on the machine. It can 
be a piece of old used chain that can 
usually be picked up at your local 
dealers trash receptical or else you can 
go first class and purchase a new piece 
of chain. The inside diameter of the 
section of pipe to be used should be 
large enough to accept the end of the 
chain. The chain should then be welded 
or brazed into the pipe. If a hole is 


drilled and the chain pinned, be sure to 
use a hardened pin, as it may shear 
when holding a stubborn one, Slip the 


first link inside of the pipe and have it, 


welded in position. The pipe should be 
about a foot long to allow you to geta 
good grip on it. To use it, just wrap it 
around the sprocket so that it holds it 
from turning and have at it with the 
wrench. It can also be used when 
tightening the nut.

After checking the results of the Sinners scrambles at Adelanto it was easy to see 
where the big bikes were. Sacramento. The Sinners had to combine the 350's, the 
500's and the Open machinery together and the first three in the Expert class were 
all on two-strokes. If you had told the Open class boys that day would come sooner 
or later when the Open class would be won by a two-stroke they would have thought 
you crazy. The day of the big bikes would never die, well, maybe they haven't died 
yet, but they're not doing so good! 

He might get embarrassed but I'd like to give a pat on the back to our current 
number one plate holder in the heavyweight division, Terry Dorsch for his 
performance at Sacramento. He got a third in the main and earned his place in the 
lineup by a direct transfer from a heat. If that sounds easy you should have seen the 
Amateur lineup there! It was wall-to-wall yellow plates and some of them couldn't 
qualify fast enough to even make a heat so Terry's direct transfer was something in 
itself. Ike Mizzen and Terry Moriarity was also there and did O.K. but not as well as 
Terry. A mile track is the one place where you find out abruptly just how fast your 
scooter is, and sheer horsepower is the answer. On a smaller track or a scrambles 
track a good rider can often make up for his lack of horsepower, but not on a mile! 

Some Class C Amateurs have the knack, the personal connections or a big sponsor 
to get themselves noticed and spoken of a lot but some don't. There are a lot of 
good riders who barely get mentioned in print and the only time announcers have 
anything to say about them is when their name is announced in the lineup. Terry 
seems to be one of those but I'll give a hint to my fellow journalists and to track 
announcers. Keep an eye on him. 

We're still getting queries as to why the Four Aces decided to run their Grand Prix 
the way they are. They are doing it because they feel it is giving every entrant the 
most riding for his money. The riders who don't like the program are the ones who 
have two bikes to ride, are hot and heavy for points, and have to make the choice of 
which class to ride. I'm a bit hazy on this myself because it looks to me that the club 
is losing money by running it this way. We know of three riders right off the bat who 
have enough equipment to ride three classes and often do at Grands Prix so the Four 
Aces are losing $16.00 in entry feesa piece from these three along. In reality there are 
probably fifty guys who ride both days in these big races and that adds up to quite a 
bit of change. Anyway, we'll see what happens. Don't forget to tell your friends that 
there's no admission charge to go and watch the races, pack up a big basket of 
goodies (the club gets nothing from the concessions) and go and have a ball.

Pro MX Group Sets Race 


LONG BEACH, CALIF., Sept. 17, 1970 — The newly formed Professional Motocross 
Rider’s Association has scheduled its first all professional event for October 4 at Bay 
Mare race track, it was announced today. 

According to track owner, David Grove, the association will handle “‘all details” 
for the event, including rider entry, length of motos and scoring. Grove said the only 
thing he will do is to prepare the track. 

The new rider’s organization was formed recently, largely through the efforts of 
its president, John DeSoto, and has as its goal the promotion of better riding 
conditions for Expert motocross riders. Among other things, the association will 
“sanction” events in which their members participate, inspecting track conditions 
and possibly negotiating for and distributing prize moneys. 

The October 4 event, for instance, will see the association determining the pay-off 
schedule for the $1000 purse. 

In conjunction with this first event, sportsman races will be held on Saturday, 
October 3, with the professional events beginning at 1 p.m. the following day. 


San Diego Bike Law 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF., Sept. 17, 1970 — City officials today agreed to a five week 
continuance before deciding on a proposed ordinance that would prohibit vehicle 
riding on private property without the written consent of the owner, according to 
Larry Moore, president of the Southern California Off Road Vehicle Association. 
Moore, who is also a member of San Diego County’s Off-Road Institute — an 
organization of government officials and off-road enthusiasts that work on problems 
arising from vehicle land use — said that the proposed ordinance came as a surprise, 


as he had earlier been informed that such legislation would be brought to his ` 


attention before it was considered. Quite coincidentally, the off-road club president 
learned that city officials were about to enact the ordinance, appeared before the 
group and obtained the continuance. ў 
Moore, the service manager for Don Vesco Yamaha, also said that he hopes to in 
some way modify the proposed law. He asked that anyone living in the San Diego 
vicinity and interested in working with him on the matter to contact him or any of 
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the dealers in the area.
